President Eisenhower remi- 
nisced about this in his recent 
homily on thrift and inflation. It 


was a story obscured by the 


Geneva conference. But without 
question, it revealed one of the 
fuels which has caused the Presi- 
dent’s popularity to rocket up- 
ward. 


The President has managed to 
communicate with the people. So 
long as the talk was about infla- 
tion, Federal Rererve interest 
rates, hard money and soft, the 
people didn’t much seem to care. 
But of late Mr. Eisenhower has 
been talking in terms as plain and 
simple as a man giving up ready- 
made cigarets for Bull Durham. 


Human Story 


Along with this very human 
story, the President said: 


“When I was a boy, it was 
thought we could live our lives on 
a little piece of ground in the 
West, and the older folks—Grand- 
father and Grandmother—could 
live in the same home, after their 
days of hard work were ended. 
That’s the way we took care of 
ourselves and our older people. 
Today, through the changes in our 
industrial system, we as a people 
have become dependent for old- 
age security, more and more upon 
pensions, insurance policies, sav- 
ings bonds and savings accounts. 
These are the people that are par- 
ticularly hurt by depreciation of 
the dollar. 


.. . Think of the man at the 
lathe, the drill press, who is earn- 
ing money which he is putting 
away in his pension with his com- 
pany or into an insurance policy. 
If we today cannot assure him 
that 40 years from now he is going 
to be able to have a good living 
left, then I say, sooner or later, 
he will quit buying insurance 
policies; he will not have any con- 
fidence in the Government bond; 
and he will not think very much 
of his pension.” 


The essence of communication 
is in those two paragraphs. People 
can understand what he is talking 
about. 


The President and his staff 
earlier had been able to impress 
enough people in labor to the de- 
gree there was no real en- 
thusiasm in the ranks of steel 
workers for a strike. This was es- 
pecially true of the wives of em- 
ployees. There is resentment be- 
cause the company profits are at 
a record high with no apparent 
benefits to the men who produce 
it. A strike may well come. It 
might even be the more bitter be- 
cause there is no wish for it. It 
will be no public or personal serv- 
ice by either management or un- 
ions if there is not real coopera- 
tive efforts to reach a fair, non- 
inflationary settlement. 


Stabilization 


There is a general, increasing 
realization, even as the President 
said, that there must be a stabili- 
zation of the economy if pensions, 
savings and insurance policies are 
to have any real future value. 


Both management and labor 
would do well to recognize the 
present public mood. There is no 
wish to have either use its power 
in a coercive manner. 


The President has succeeded in 
“‘communicating.” 
There is a political aspect in this

YELLED AT HIM 


Long made the comments after 
James McLean, Louisiana Capitol 
correspondent for The Associated 
Press, and Margaret Dixon, man- 
aging editor of the Baton Rouge, 
La., Morning Advocate, walked to 
within 30 feet of the governor's 
second story room in the John 
Sealy Clinic and yelled at him. 


Mrs. Dixon called, ‘Hi, 
nor’.”” McLean hollered, 


Earl!” 


Long, who had his back to the 
window, apparently talking to an 
attendant, heard them and asked 
who it was. They identified them- 
selves and he answered with, 
“I’m no more crazy than you 
are.” 


FIRST CONTACT 


It was the first time any news- 
man had talked face to face with 
the governor since he was brought 
here May 30. Emile Comar of the 
New Orleans States and Bill 
Lynch of the Shreveport, La.

Matt L. McWhorter, chairman of 
the Stone Mountain Memorial 
Assn., said that the first contracts 
for work on roads, dams, lakes 
and buildings will be let “before 
next Christmas.”’ 


“We first have to get the money 
from bond sales, then we can let 
contracts for the first third of the 
work,”’ the chairman said. ‘We 
will go as far as the money lasts.” 


3-PART PLAN 


McWhorter said that the whole 
plan for the memorial park should 
be completed ‘‘or underway” by 
1962. Plans for the work call for 
three increments. 


“Gov. Vandiver has set up the 
money so that contracts to change 
Highway 78 can begin in Novem- 
ber,”” McWhorter said. ‘That will 
really put us in business, when 
the road is changed. 


Highway 78 will be moved to a 
new location about one mile north 
of the mountain. 


McWhorter said that eventually 
4.000 acres around the mountain 
will be involved. 


Plans released by McWhorter 
were drawn by Robert and Co., 
Atlanta architects and engineers, 
and consider every phase of the 
development to be done. 


STATISTICS GIVEN 


A part of the record with which 
all Georgians are familiar: Stone 
Mountain is supposed to be the 
largest exposed slab of granite in 
North America. Georgians fondly 
refer to it as the “Eighth Wonder 
of the World.”’ The stone is light- 
grey granite, two miles long by 
a half a mile wide and towers 
nearly 800 feet above the sgur- 
rounding countryside. 


On the steep north surface is 
the beginning of a carving me- 
morializing Southern Civil War 


The mountain was in private 
hands from the time of its wrest- 
ing from the Indians (who also 
looked on the mountain with awe) 
until last year. The General As- 
sembly of the state in 1958 created 
the Stone Mountain Memorial 
Assn. and gave it authority to 
buy the mountain and surround- 
ing land, create the park as a 
Confederate memorial, and pro- 
vide for .the financing of the 
project. 


The 1958 act authorized the issu- 
ance of bonds up to $2,500,000. In 
1959 this was raised to $5,000,000. 
The state also appropriated, in 
1958, $1,500,000 to buy 2,500 acres

Dr. Joe Combs, who played a 
leading role in the Schaefer in- 
vestigation, has resigned from the 


Milledgeville State Hospital staff, 
to accept a position with a state 
mental institution in Nevada, Mo. 


Dr. Combs, a native of the Ne- 
vada area, has been clinical direc- 
tor of the white women’s division 
of the Milledgeville hospital for 
the past two and one-half years. 


His resignation is effective June 
25. He will assume his new duties 
as clinical director at Missouri 
State Hospital No. 3 on July 1. 
The Missouri position pays $15,000. 
Dr. Combs’ salary at Milledge- 
ville is $12,000. 


Dr. Combs cooperated with The 
Constitution last March in expos- 
ing a number of irregularities at 
Milledgeville State Hospital. The 
articles prompted Gov. Vandiver 
to set up a medical committee 
headed by Dr. W. Bruce Schaefer, 
to investigate the hospital.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. —A nine-day marriage ended in 
violent death for the bride Sunday after a quarrel over finances. 
Police detective Sgt. Harry’ F. Dietrich said Herman Plump, 74, 
signed a statement admitting he battered his wife, 54, to death 
with an iron bar in their honeymoon cottage. 


Dietrich said Plump gave this story: 


He and the former Margaret Donnolly, St. Petersburg trailer 
park neighbors, got married June 5 and rented a honeymoon cottage. 


Soon after their wedding she deposited to her own bank account 
a $2,000 check of his, with which he meant to buy a new trailer. 
She refused to let him draw on the account. 


Early Sunday she awoke Plump and told him, “I’ve got you 
where I want you and you have to take care of me the rest of my 


life.”” 


Enraged, he grabbed a 20-inch iron pinchbar and hit her four 
or five times on the head, fracturing her skull.

“On the basis of the testimony 
before us there was evidence of 
threats witha gun and knife but 
no brutality was involved,” he 
said. 

RECOMMENDED MERCY 


The all-white male jury returned 
verdicts of guilty of rape with 
recommendations of mercy in all 
four cases. Under Florida law im- 
position of the penalty would be 
left to the discretion of the judge 
and it could range from life im- 
prisonment to release on proba- 
tion. 


Most of the jurors had Florida 
or Georgia backgrounds but King 
said the race question never was 
discussed. 


“We would have returned the 
same verdicts if the defendants 
had been four Negroes,” he said. 

The conviction of the four 
youths failed to produce any open 
signs of resentment among the 
white population of 40,000 in this 
Florida capital. 


NEGROES CALM 


Nor did the fact that the jury 
failed to condemn them to death 
appear to have inflamed the 27,- 
000 Negroes in this northern Flor- 
ida community, although four Ne- 
groes currently are awaiting exe- 
cution at the state prison for rap- 
ing white women. 


The four defendants were taken 
directly fr the courtroom and 
driven 140 miles to the state prison 
at Raiford. Sheriff William Joyce 
said it was the usual procedure 
with convicted men and not a pre- 
cautionary measure. 


Within an hour after the verdict 
was returned at 12:35 a.m. Sun- 
day the jammed courtroom emp- 
tied. A crowd of about 100 Ne- 
groes and whites who had kept 
vigil in front of the courthouse 
melted away and the streets of 
this hilltop city were deserted of 
all save an augmented law en- 
forcement patrol.

WORKERS INTERVIEWED 

The union - sponsored program 
featured interviews with steel 
workers in key steel-making cen- 
ters aimed at underscoring the 
membership’s determination to 
win a wage increase. 


Most of those interviewed dis- 
puted an industry contention that 
the average steel worker makes 
$6,000 a year. All said they need 
a pay hike. 


McDonald said steel workers 
“are not rich” and they deserve 
“a reasonable increase in their 
pay scale.” 


He charged that, while the un- 
jon has been trying to negotiate 
a new contract, steel industry 
leaders “have been talking about 
a strike.” 


Last Friday, the. union’s Inter- 
national Wage Policy Committee 
authorized its officers to take 
whatever action necessary to deal 
with the contract deadlock. Mc- 
Donald said this gave him the 
power to close the mills if neces- 
sary. 


The union chief, who has blunt- 
ly admitted the lack of progress 
in six weeks of contract talks, is 
slated to meet in Washington 
Monday with top federal mediator 
Joseph Finnegan and later with a 
group of Democratic senators. 


Finnegan requested the meeting 
to “take a reading” of the steel 
crisis. The meeting underscores 
official government concern over 
the deadlock and the possibility of 
a crippling steel strike. 


WILL MEET CHAIRMEN 


The Democratic senators also 
took the initiative in setting up 
their dinner meeting with McDon- 
ald for a briefing on the negotia- 
tions. Roger Blough, chairman of 
U. S. Steel Corp., will meet with 
both Finnegan and the Democrat- 
ic senators a week from Monday. 


McDonald is scheduled to meet 
Monday morning with the chair- 
men of the union’s full negotiating 
committees for each of the 12 
companies. He then will go to 
Philadelphia to address the Indus- 
trial Union Department of the 
AFL-CIO, before going to Wash- 
ington.

Hails ‘End’ 
Of Revolt 


16 Rebel Holdouts 


Nabbed in Hideout 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) — 
The two-week-old revolution to 
oust the government of President 
Luis Somoza apparently ended 
Sunday with the arrival of 61 reb- 
el prisoners and a _ triumphant 
a parade throuch the capi- 


A huge crowd jammed Man- 
agua’s narrow streets cheering 
National Guardsmen. Air force 
planes roared overhead. 


Thunder rumbled in the dis- 
tance as the approach of a tropi- 
cal rainstorm was heralded by a 
drizzle that soaked thousands 
packing the sidewalks and the 
city’s main square. 


PLANS CANCELED 


Plans to parade the prisoners 
were abandoned at the last min- 
ute. Forty-six of them who sur- 
rendered near Santo Domingo ear- 
lier in the week were instead 


brought in through the back 
streets by trucks. 
Earlier, as dawn broke over 


Lake Managua, 15 rebels who had 
refused to give up with the other 
group but were captured Saturday 
in an ambush, were hurried to the 
capital. 


They were met at 4:30 a.m. by 
sport-shirted Gen. Anastasio So- 
moza, commander of Nicaragua’s 


armed forces and brother of the 


President. 


GIVEN TONGUE-LASHING 


The general disdained to address 
the prisoners directly. He ordered 
them to about face and delivered 
a scathing, jeering tongue-lashing 
to their backs. 


The 15 were leaders of the 
force that landed in planes from 
Costa Rica two weeks ago.

The 15 were captured when 
guardsmen trailed one of them, 
sent to buy food in a small village 
and found their hideout. The hun- 
gry, exhausted men, all members 
of prominent families, were then 
ambushed. 


With his family looking on from 
a balcony overhead, Gen. Somoza 
taunted the stony-faced rebels 
about their decision not to give 
up alive and congratulated them 
for not having killed any guards- 
men. 


Otherwise, he said, he would 
have ordered their execution. 
About 17 other rebels have been 
killed or wounded.

During the investigation by a 
subcommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Government Operations 
over the last two years, Parsons 
was ambassador to the now inde- 
pendent former unit of French 
Indochina. With Laos surrounded 
by Reds, the United States was 
in full cry to keep it independent 
of communism, 


The subcommittee’s conclusions 
were adopted by the full commit- 


tee and sent to Speaker of the 
House Rayburn Sunday. They in-

On Defense Team? 


Those who have hoped successive “re- 
organization” of the Defense Department 
would result in greater harmony, effi- 
ciency and economy are still hoping. 


Far from bringing about the desired 
results, the services are arguing among 
themselves more than ever and taking 
their cases beyond the executive depart- 
ment to Congress and the people. The 
resulting confusion finds Congress ap- 
propriating funds for programs the Pen- 
tagon had disapproved, continued wran- 
gling and duplications. 

If it were not so costly and not so 
serious, the squabbling might be in- 
dulged tolerantly as in the past. It is, 
however, a matter which now affects the 
futures of us all. It must be resolved 
one way or another by Congress and the 
services themselves. 


The official publication of the Air 
Force Assn., the Air Force Magazine, in 
a recent editorial expresses the alarm of 
the public at what is going on. “Not 
only are billions of tax dollars involved,” 
it says, “but continued existence of the 
nation is at stake.” 


There is a lack of decision in the 
Pentagon and the administration, the 
magazine charges, and conflicting de- 
mands made upon Congress by the com- 
peting services are costly, indeed. It 
proposes that Congress provide itself 
with a staff of technical advisers. Even 
this would not solve the problems of 
service competition and executive fail- 
ure, described as follows: , 

“It is common to refer to our ‘unified’ 
military forces as a team, made up of 
disparate elements, each doing its own 
job. But a more accurate analogy these 
days would be the kind of a team one 
would have if every man wanted to 
pitch, no one wanted to play right field, 
while the manager sat on his hands in 
the dugout.” 

One of these days a weary taxpaying 
public is going to force Congress to take 
action to bring about real unification. 
We hope that day does not come too late. 

Meanwhile, Sen. Russell disclosed 
Friday that Secretary of Defense Mc- 
Elroy has proposed a 1%%-billion-dol- 
lar cutback in the Army and Air Force 
missiles program for defense against 
manned bombers. Also proposed is a step- 
up in spending on efforts to develop de- 
fenses against ballistic missiles, the great- 
est threat in any future war. 


Sen. Russell, although giving general 
approval to the master plan, labeled it 
a “very faltering step” toward avoiding 
‘duplications. Sen. Symington saw it as 
wasteful, inadequate and at best nothing 
more than a compromise effort to satisfy 
each of the quarreling services. 


It is unlikely the new program will 
attain the latter objective. It leaves seeds 
for continued squabbling. Who will have 
the ultimate responsibility of developing 
sound anti-missile defenses—Army, Navy 
or the Air Force? It’s a good bet they 
will all be in there—pitching.

Peaches Are Healthful 
And Will Be Plentiful 


Last winter was mild. There were no 
late spring freezes. So there’ is a large 
peach crop. 


That means the market may fall off. 
There was a lot of rain in some areas 
which may reduce quality.

But he knows that one which 
doesn’t do too much damage may help 
him by cutting down supply and elimi- 
nating possibilities of a glut. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
forecast a peach crop of 78,883,000 bush- 
els, which is seven million more than last 
year and nearly 17 million bushels over 
the last 10-year average. This may give 
peach growers some trouble and some 
will be hit hard in the pocketbook. 

The consuming public can help out. 
Peaches freeze well. They make wonder- 
ful preserves and jams. They are de- 
licious in pies. They are: magnificent 
when sliced and eaten with cream. They 
add zest to cold cereals. They are packed 
with vitamins and minerals. In the weeks 
to come is the time for all good men to 
come to the aid of the peach grower.

The Age of Invention 
Is by No Means Dead! 


A couple of new inventions intrigues 
_ us. They are, in order: : 

1. The Hovercraft, a British invention 
which has passed its first performance 


tests with startling success. It looks like 


a flying saucer and travels over sea or 
Jand on a cushion of air shaped something 
like a doughnut. The clearance is about 
one foot and what to do about sudden 
waves is a problem. But. it does just 


fine on reasonably calm water and on 
land. 

Jets push out air to provide the cush- 
ion. The forward motion is produced by 
still other jet streams. The builder en- 
visions cargo and passenger trips across 
the Atlantic in a day and a half. Re- 
finements are already being designed to 
make it more effective. 

2. The Curtiss-Wright Company has 
produced a working model of a new type 
train. Frankly, we are surprised it hasn't 
been thought of before and are some- 
what put out with ourselves for not doing 
so. 

The train is powered by the same en- 
gine and propeller combination which 
sends the Lockheed Superconstellation 
or the Douglas DC-7 through the air at 
speeds of around 400 miles an hour. The 
train is powered fore and aft. The tre- 
mendous weight of the diesel or steam 
engine is eliminated. Wheel traction is 
not a problem on grades or in weather. 

The train is for passengers. Three cars, 
seating 276 persons, make up a train unit. 
Several railroads are studying it and we 
expect it in service within two years. It 
may bring back the commuter business to 
the railroad.

Violation of Suez Pact 


Is Inexcusable Action 


On May 21 a Spanish ship, chartered 
by an American company and carrying a 
cargo of cement from mills in Israel to 
contractors in Hong Kong, was halted in 
the Suez Canal. 

The ship still is there, detained 
against all international law and the ex- 
plicit pledges of the Egyptians for free 
transport of non-strategic materials. In 
earlier similar acts, the Egyptian gov- 
ernment had halted Greek, German and 
Panamanian ships also carrying cement. 

Such confiscations violate the Suez 
Canal Convention of 1888, reaffirmed by 
Prime Minister Nasser after settlement of 
the Suez issue following the Anglo- 
French invasion. For almost two years 
prior to these stoppages Israeli shipping 
had passed unmolested, traversing the 
canal in both directions. 

The United Security Council has or- 
dered Egypt to cease and desist. Yet the 
Nasser government refuses to explain 
why it has resumed harrassment of Is- 
raeli shipping after a period of peace. 
The claim that Egypt is in a state of bel- 
ligerency with Israel is absurd. 

Here is an action petty in origin and 
serious in effect. Egypt is not hurt by 
canal trade. She profits from canal tolls. 
It is an act revealing the political imma- 
turity of the Nasser government and one 
which should bring down upon it the con- 
demnation of all nations sincerely inter- 
ested in the promotion of trade and peace.

We find ourselves admiring what the 
Homerville Woman's Club has done. It 
took an old, abandoned jail and changed 
its ugliness into a beautiful community 
center. 

Drapes and wall paper, decorations 
and woodwork, cover the old walls. Out- 
side a coat of white paint worked won- 
ders. One room made from an old cell 
now houses the library. Where men once 
were imprisoned, ideas now are liber- 
ated. 

The school yards of the white and 
colored schools have been landscaped. 
Low cost housing developments for both 
races have been undertaken. Planting of 
shrubs and trees has further beautified 
the town. 

All that is interesting. But other towns 
have done as much. What we liked es- 
pecially was the magnificent imagination 
which could picture an old, dilapidated 
jail as a beautiful community center.

Pulse of the Public 


Veteran Cites Opposition to House Biull 
That Would Change Scale of Pensions 


Miami, Fla.—A bill, H.R. 6432, 
prepared by the U.S. Veterans’ 
Administration, has been intro- 
duced in Congress and referred 
to the Veterans’ Affairs Com- 
mittee. It is designed to revise 
the whole veterans’ pension pro- 
gram. 

It is claimed by the administra- 
tion that the bill awards pensions 
on the principle of aiding those 
most in need. However, details of 
the bill do not live up to that 
claim. The National Executive 
Committee of The American 
Legion has declared the bill to be 
wholly unacceptable to the Le- 
gion because it will create more 
inequities than it would eliminate. 

The bill proposes to substitute 
a sliding scale of payments in 
103 categories for the present 
three flat rates. One of its sec- 
tions covers ‘“‘single veterans 
over 65 or on the rolls 10 years.” 

Under that section of H.R. 
6432, veterans in the lowest, zero 
to $390 a year class, and those in 
the $1,400 to $1,440 a year class 
will receive a small increase in 
pension allowance. These con- 
stitute a very small percentage of 
the total. The others affected by 
that section of the bill would have 
their pensions reduced. 

Veterans of all wars should be 
interested in this legislation and 
let their congressmen know 
whether they are for or against 
this bill.

A Georgia mother looked anxiously into the eyes of another Geor- 
gia mother. “Is it possible that a time may be near when there will 
be no schools for our children?’’ She was deeply serious as she asked 


the question. 

Equally serious was the other 
mother. Both have school-age 
children, and both “dream 
dreams” of the children’s fu- 
ture. 

“My first impulse,” said the 
second mother, “is to say that 
no such catastrophe is possible. 
But I realize immediately that 
my wish is farther to my thought, 
for a Georgia without schools 
may be possible.” 

In the light of what we now 
know, and what inspires a half- 
admitted fear, Georgia faces 
three possibilities: 

1. Desegregated public schools. 

2. Private schools. 

3. No schools. 


The courts have spoken. The 
mills of the gods of the law are 
grinding, and they are capable 
of grinding exceedingly fine. 

A South laid waste by war did 
not seem possible. 

Reconstruction did not seem 
possible. 

That armies marching under 
the United States flag—armies 
made up of men from every one 
of our 48 states—would fight on 
European and Asiatic soil in two 
world wars did not seem possible. 

But make no mistake. Do not 
close your eyes to stubborn facts. 
Let no plausible surmise or vain 
delusion tempt you to think that 
this state or any other state can 
make itself a law unto itself, 
That has been tried but it is yet 
to be made to work. 


So let’s be sensible. We are 
not helpless, or friendless, or 
beaten. We have reasonable time 
in which to chart our course. 
We need not be without cool, 
competent, clearheaded and 
courageous leadership. 

It is no time for fist-shaking, 
arm-waving denunciations, but 
for sober planning on how best 
to meet a crisis. There is one 
best way, and the immediate 
task is to decide what that way 
is, then follow it. 

One thing we know. Our youth 
must not go schoolless, even for 
one school year. That would be 
disastrous — a calamity so far- 
reaching in its effects that not 
in years would it be possible to 
recover from its blight. 

So let it be agreed among us 
that it cannot happen because 
we are not going to let it happen. 

Don’t talk about ‘“‘if the schools 
close.” That is settled. They 
shall not close. What would our 
young people think of us were 
they to find us toying with the 
idea? Perish the thought! — 

The people of Georgia are not 
so helpless as to be willing to 
assume a defeatist attitude when 
confronted by a crisis. 

“Let us reason together.’’ Let 
us put our heads together and 
do some hard thinking, refusing 
to be stampeded by those who 
will be waving firebrands and 
beating drums. 

There is one best way to solve 
our problem. Let's find it. _

If there arise 
public unrest and disorder from 
the expression of opinion, it is 
the duty of the government to 
suppress such disorder and not to 
suppress the expression of 
opinion. 

If the Atlanta city government 
can ban “The Birth of a Na- 
tion,”” why can it not ban the 
book “‘The Klansman” on which 
the movie was based or any 
book?

WASHINGTON—On the large, green—and 
infernally hot—grounds of the British Embassy : 
here the 33rd birthday of a remarkable young 
woman has just been celebrated, as it was in other lands around the 


globe. Here, the occasion was a sprawling garden party, at times 
as decorous as a small-town ladies’ tea, at times as brittle as a 


big-town cocktail hour. 

The celebrants were a very 
mixed lot, politicians, officials 
of the United States and other 
governments, and all sorts of pri- 
vate Washington people. 

Some on hand were themselves 
of British descent. The forebears 
of these had also been a mixed 
lot in our difficulty with Britain 
in the American Revolution. 
Some of these forebears had 
fought for and some against that 
personage to whom a Briton now 
refers with a smile as ‘“The Bad 
George,”” meaning George III.

More Than Jewels 


Dr. Charles Crowe in one of his books quotes 
an unusual advertisement which was circulated 
by a jewelry store. The advertisement reads: 
“So you thought we were jewelers. 


“Quite so; by all means, yes,” 
he replied, completely confident 
that this had surely cleared it 
all up. 

But vague as it all was on the 
outside, it was quite plain on the 
inside. This party without a mes- 
sage had a message all the same, 


’ though nobody ever mentioned it. 


Part of this message was that 
while maybe there had been a 
“Bad George’’ a little matter of 
two centuries ago, there was now 
in Britain a very good Elizabeth. 

Indeed, there is. The young 
woman now holding the scepter 
holds one that is increasingly 
light in palpable weight but §in- 
creasingly heavy in symbolic 
weight. 

She is presiding over the ac- 
celerating liquidation of the em- 
pire. But she is presiding also 
over the slow formation of a free 
but powerful commonwealth to 
take the place of empire. 

It is not imperiousness that is 
needed now. It is charm and 
skill to meet the harsh demands 
of history, the grace to give up 
much of the old good in order to 
preserve all of the old best. 

This Elizabeth is the lady who 
can and is doing that. And this 
was the rest of the message of a 
birthday party that had no mes- 
sage at all. 


Just because our vaults are bulg- 


ing wide with diamonds and precious stones, with gold and silver and 
platinum, you naturally jumped to the conclusion that our only busi- 


ness was selling jewels. 

“And now we have to tell you 
that you were perhaps mistaken. 
What we really sell is something 
quite different than you think. 
We sell the most precious, the 
most fragile, the most beautiful 
things in all this world. We sell 
love. We sell romance. We sell 
adventure. We sell loyalty that 
lasts through the years undis- 
turbed by time and tide.

woman's hand is more than a 
precious stone. It is a symbol and 
evidence of a young man’s love 
and devotion, and of his pledge 
that as long as the stone shines 
so long will his love remain 
constant. 

A shopkeeper can sell both dia- 
monds and pledges of love. I 
think his work becomes a joy 
when he can identify himself with 
the lives of those with whom he 
does business. 

This is true in many respects. 
A schoolteacher may by dispens- 
ing knowledge for a pay check 
or she may be building life and 
character. A_ baseball player 
may be trying to build a reputa- 
tion and a high salary; or he 
may be giving spectators a game 
full of thrills, sportsmanship and 
competitive fun. A minister may 
be meeting his obligation by 
preaching each Sunday; or he 
may also be hoping that through 
his -words new light may make 
radiant the paths his parishioners 
walk.

‘It Is Dangerous 
To Taunt Lyndon’ 


WASHINGTON—It is fair game for the Re- 
publican leaders to plague Lyndon Johnson and 
Sam Rayburn with the taunt that they are pre- 
siding over a ‘‘do-little’ Congress. It worked once. Mr. Truman made 


it work in 1948 when he centered his presidential campaign on the 


so-called ‘‘do-nothing”’ Republican 

No doubt about it, Republican 
National Chairman Thruston Mor- 
ton has drawn blood by labeling 
this Democratic 86th Congress as 
a ‘“‘won't-do”’ Congress. When 
House Minority Leader Halleck 
comes out of the weekly White 
House legislative conference he 
stings and infuriates the Demo- 
crats by branding them “budget 
busters.”’ 

There is just enough truth in 
this ‘campaign oratory” to make 
it hurt and to make it fair poli- 
tics. 

But Lyndon Johnson and Sam 
Rayburn are powerful, resource- 
ful, and responsible legislative 
leaders and it is politically dan- 
gerous to taunt them with ‘‘won't- 
do”’ epithets. 

What I am getting at is this: 
The ranks of the Democrats in 
Congress are more divided on 
policy than appears on the sur- 
face. There is no doubt that this 
Congress has recently been coast- 
ing, in part because the Demo- 
crats don’t wish to risk any more 
divisions than they can help. 

But Sen. Jchnson does not be- 
lieve in opposition-for-the-sake-of- 
opposition as did Sen. Taft when 
he was the dominant figure in his 
party in Congress, : 

This is what enabled Mr. Tru- 
man to campaign against the ‘‘do- 
nothing’ 80th Congress. i 

The circumstances are not 
same today. 

Sen. Johnson deeply believes 


that a Congress, even when con- 


80th Congress. 


trolled by the party in opposition 
to the President, ought to make 
a productive and responsible leg- 
islative record. It has substan- 
tially met that test since the 
Democrats won control in 1954. 

What is happening now is that 
the Morton- Halleck - Dirksen 
taunts about a ‘“‘won’t-do”’ Con- 
gress are adding just the neces- 
Sary spur to Lyndon Johnson's 
natural inclination to get things 
done. He summoned a Demo- 
cratic Policy Committee meet- 
ing and after it called a press 
conference to outline an eight- 
point legislative budget for this 
year and additional items he said 
would be passed this year or 
next. 

These include a new civil rights 
bill—which may well have the 
effect of taking the civil rights 
issue pretty much out of the 
1960 campaign to the disadvan- 
tage of the Republicans—fiscal 
legislation asked by the Presi- 
dent, a refugee relief program, 
and renewal of the Wheat Dis- 
posal Act. A labor reform law has 
passed the Senate, ‘is before the 
House. 

Conceivably the Democrats. 
may seriously unbalance the 
budget. But it is equally conceiv- 
able—Sen. Johnson is no ‘‘wild 
Spender’’—that it will do no ‘such 
thing.

Doctors Gaining 
In Treating Stroke 


The popular word for an acute 
disturbance occurring in a blood 
vessel of the brain is stroke. 


A stroke may have one of 
three causes: cerebral embolism; 
cerebral thrombosis; or an inter- 
mittent vascular insufficiency. 


The first two categories have to 
do with blood clotting. In embol- 
ism a clot separated from. a 
“mother clot’? has circulated un- 
til it plugs a vessel not wide 
enough to let it pass through. 
When it lands in a blood vessel 
of the brain, the supply of blood 
to precious brain cells in that 
area is impaired or lost. 


In cerebral thrombosis a clot 
forms along the side of a vessel 
in the brain itself, obstructing it 
partly or wholly and likewise 
causing brain damage. 


Intermittent vascular insuffi- 
ciency means disturbances in 
a blood vessel of the brain 
thought to be due to spasm. 
Recent work, however, tends 
to show that a kind of sludgy 
deposit lodges along the walls 
of a blood vessel. It is not big 
enough to entirely obstruct, but 
it does cause attacks from 
which there is temporarily a 
complete recovery. But these 
attacks are sometimes followed 


| by a thrombosis which has 


more permanent or even fatal 
effects. 


The symptoms of impairment 
or stroke are well-known, the 
commonest one being paralysis 
of a part or parts of the body. 
This is most dreaded perhaps 
next to loss of speech. Most dan- 
gerous, however, is the loss of 
power of swallowing. 


Modern treatment is first of 
all preventive. The use of drugs 
in people with high blood pres- 
sure to reduce this hypertension 
has, it is thought, had a good 
result in preventing strokes. 


When trouble has already oc- 
curred, drugs to prevent clotting 
have been widely used in recent 
years. If the patient using them 
is very carefully attended, the 
right amount of the drug to lower 
the clotting mechanism without 
causing bleeding can be adminis- 
tered. 


With too great a depression 
of the clotting mechanism, se- 


| rious bleeding might occur. This 


can in an emergency be helped 
by vitamin K which promotes 
clotting and thereby stops hem- 
orrhage. 


In recent years much emphasis 
has been put on rehabilitating 
the paralyzed patient. With mod- 
ern physiotherapy, muscles can 


be redeveloped and speech re-| 


gained to an encouraging degree 
in many cases. 


Many a patient who has had 
a stroke carries on happily and 
successfully for years thereafter.

She Taught Art Teachers 
To Express Own Feelings 


GRANTVILLE — A workshop 
that starts out with everybody’s 
being mad with the teacher and 
ends with their giving her 
money to spend in Europe is 
a somewhat different kind of 
educational venture. 


But that’s the way it was 
down in Coweta County. 


They have just wound up a 
workshop in art. They had a 
two-day exhibit in the Grant- 
ville gym recently for their post- 
planning sessions, and invited 
a lot of people in to see what 
had been going on down there 
this year. 


The thing started last fall 
when the teachers told their in- 
structional supervisor, Miss 
Norma Oliver, that they didn’t 
know enough about teaching art 
and needed some help. Miss 
Oliver, who has some strange 
and wonderful ideas about how 
to help teachers, decided that 
this would not be just another 
workshop where they got to- 
gether and puttered around with 
papier-mache elephants and lit- 
tle, tin-toy dogs. 


CHANGES INSIDE 


Miss Oliver didn’t think that 
helped much. She wanted some- 
thing to happen to teachers on 
the inside. She wanted to change 
the way they felt, believing as 
she does that the way people 
feel is even more important 
than the way they think. She 
wanted them to come to under- 
stand that art is a feeling about 
life. 


She went up to Atlanta to 
get help from the State Depart- 
ment of Education. Miss Olleen 
Williams, who was recently 
hired es art coordinator, agreed 
to go every other Saturday for 
a few months and work with 
the teachers. 


She went. They talked about 
art. Then the teachers sat 
around waiting for her to tell 
them what to do. She didn’t tell 
them. What is more, she said 
she didn’t intend to tell them. 
She would help them with what 
they decided to do. What did 
they want to say through art? 
Did they want to weave or 


paint, or handprint, or sculp- 
ture something? 


They were surprised, amazed 
—and a little outraged. Miss 
Williams, a calm, quiet, capa- 
ble person, just let them stew. 
She was around to help, as they 
one by one decided that if she 
wasn’t going to tell them what 
to do, they would just experi- 
ment on their own. 


THEY EXPERIMENT 


Such experimenting! There 
was a gym full of it last week. 
They and their students had 
fired things from clay right out 
of their own yards or farms, 
made geometric abstracts from 
wheatstraws, woven bright and 
beautiful patterns of yarns, and 
handblocked interesting designs 
on luncheon cloths and wall 
hangings. They had brushed 
brown pigments into soft pic- 
tures of old barns and ploughed 
fields, and patted small farm 
animals out of clay, They had 
made scarves and belts, pins 
and trinkets. 


Moreover, they had gone 
back into their schoolrooms to 
help the children they teach 
feel art as an experience, and 
express it through busy hands 
and new ideas. They had 
learned to stop saying to a 
child, ‘““You can’t paint a horse 
blue; horses are brown.” They 
knew better. They encouraged 
the children to paint blue horses 
and lopsided chimneys and 
birds bigger than the trees they 
perched in, if they wanted to. 
Who knows how a child sees 
things? 


They gathered in front of the 
group to tell the others about 
their changes in feeling. Mrs. 
Charlie Summers of Moreland 
—who had on exhibit a fasci- 
nating geometric design of

House Unit 
Sees Cut of 
Billion Plus 


By WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


magic figure of one billion dollars 
was within easy reach Sunday of 
House appropriation-cutters. 


One more good-sized bill — and 


there are five of them in the off- 
ing—could boost beyond a billion 
the amount cut by the House this 
year from President Eisenhower's 


Based on House action alone, 


the cut to date on 13 bills sent 
to the Senate is about 896 million 
dollars. The Senate, on the rela- 
tively few bills it has considered, 
has wiped out about 160 million 
dollars of the House reductions. 


Despite Senate action—past and 


anticipated — House Democratic 
leaders have expressed confidence 
that when all the bills have been 
enacted finally, the total cut will 
be well beyond one billion dollars. 


In past years, Congres almost 


invariably has approved supple- 
mental appropriation bills later on 
which restored at least some of 
the money cut out of the original 
appropriations. 


Not all of the appropriation cuts 


will be reflected in the govern- 
ment’s 1960 spending budget for 
the 12 months starting July 1. 
Money to finance that budget 
comes not only from appropria- 
tions made this year but from car- 
ryovers of funds voted in previous 
years. 


Also involved in the 1960 spend- 


ing budget are Treasury transac- 
tions not directly affected by ap- 
propriation. bills. In the case of 
housing, for example, the Senate 
and House have exceeded the 
President’s program. 


The accepted rule among con- 


gressional fiscal experts is that 
about 70 per cent of all appro- 
priations made for a fiscal year 
directly affects spending for that 
year. By that formula, cut of one 
billion dollars in new appropria- 
tions would mean a reduction of 
about 700 million dollars in gov-

There are faces and faces and faces. 


Faces on barroom floors, faces that launch 
thousands of snips, faces that stop clocks, faces that 
frighten or soothe or elicit love or cause giggles. 


Faces usually are the first things seen when people look at 
people, or when cows and horses look at cows and horses—but 
this is a story about people. Sometimes gentlemen look last at 
ladies’ faces . . .and often are dismayed to find that they have 
been duped by what came between the floor and the face.

It misses 
some of the home-town “gemut- 
lich” feeling that the late Clem- 
ens Krauss got into his waltz 
recordings with the Vienna Phil- 
harmonic — but then, this is a 
top notch American orchestra 
conducted by a German-reared 
musician and the recorded 
sound is far better than any- 
thing Krauss ever got.

THE NERVOUS SET: Masical 
comedy starring Richard 
Hayes, Tani Seitz, Larry 
Hagman and Dei Clese.

This is a bitingly clever sa- 
tire on the so-called beat gen- 
eration, and the songs are 
tricky and tuneful. But “The 
Nervous Set” hit New York 
during the summer letdown and 
only lasted three weeks, clos- 
ing May 3. It had a highly 
successful pre-Broadway tryout 
in St. Louis and in New York 
won praise from hard-to-please 
observers like the New Yorker 
and the New York Times, while 
the Daily News’ Danton Walker 
called it the “‘most brilliant, se- 
phisticated and witty produc- 
tion of the past decade.” You'll 
chuckle over Fran Landesman’s 
unexpected lyrics in songs like 
““Man, We're Beat” and “Bal- 
lad of Sad Young Men.” You 
can't catch this show on Broad- 
way but the recording is worth 
bringing into your living room.

When research interviewers 
fanned out over Atlanta last No- 
vember, bent on prodding some
